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The Brigg’s Rotary 
By J. E. Coleman 

In any collection of clocks those that 
always attract attention are the ones 
that exhibit a mechanical action dif- 
ferent from the orthodox pendulum 
swinging to and fro. I'll place the 
subject of this article—‘‘The Brigg’s 
Rotary’’—at the top for getting at- 
tention. If you don’t believe me, just 
put one of these little fellows between 
your high-priced Terry’s, Willard’s 
and Rittenhouse clocks and see over 
which one John Q. Public, lets out the 
Ooh’s and Ah’s! 

As for its inventor (at least he was 
granted two patents), John C. Briggs, 
of Coneord, New Hampshire, very little 
is known. Letters to Miss Doris King, 
of the reference department of the 
Concord Public Library, and to Mr. 
Otis G. Hammond, of the New Hamp- 
shire Historical Society, bring replies. 
‘‘We have been unable to locate any 
reference to a clock maker in this 


vicinity by the name of John C. 
Briggs.’’ A small advertisement in a 
Concord daily failed to bring a single 
reply. The best explanation I’ve had 
for this and similar conditions was 
from Dr. Hugh Grant Rowell, several 
years ago when he wrote: ‘‘It is, as 
you know, very difficult to trace out 
these patentees and even some makers. 
These fellows were seldom of much 
local consequence and are rarely men- 
tioned in local histories. They failed 
to advertise much and left few traces.’’ 

None of these clocks are marked— 
neither dial nor plate—with a manu- 
facturer’s name, and only the later 
and smaller one had stamped on the 
top plate: ‘‘Patented August 1855’’ 
and below that ‘‘July 1856’. Per- 
haps the total absence of markings 
accounts for the almost total lack of 
information about them. Some owners 
persist in calling them ‘‘French’’. 
Just why, I’ve never been able to fig- 
ure out unless it is because they are

To date it has been impossible to ob- 
tain any idea of the number manufac- 
tured; all indications are that that 


number would run fairly large. I per- 
sonally know of the existence of some 
25 or 30. The famous ‘‘Believe It or 
Not!’’ Robert Ripley, located one on 
the Isle of Man, which he eartooned 
Dec. 29th, 1941. 


Checking the patent records brought 
up patent No. 13,451, August 21st, 
1855, and No. 15,456, July 15th, 1856. 
both issued to John C. Briggs, Con- 
cord, Merrimack County, New Hamp- 
shire. Both photo-eopied herewith. 
Just why he applied for, or, received 
the second patent is open to question 
since it is worded practically the same 
as the first. While no exhaustive study 
has been made to determine the origin 
of the ‘‘conical’’ or ‘‘rotary’’ pendu- 
lum; I do recall that two or three 
forms are mentioned by Moinet, in his 
‘‘Traite d’Horlogerie’’ (Paris, 1820). 
Naturally these antedate the 1820 pub- 
lication date. 


We are indebted to Mr. Edward 
Ingraham, for the manufacturer of 
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these clocks. He sent down a page from 
an Asher & Adams Historical Atlas, 
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1873 Advertisement 


published in 1873, showing an E. N. 
Welck advertisement containing photo 
of the Welck factory and also a photo 
of the ‘‘Rotary’’ clock. I quote from 
the Welck advertisement: ‘‘The E. N. 
Weleck Manufacturing Company, make 
a specialty of rotary clocks and it is 
claimed that they are the only Ameri- 
ean manufacturers of reliable clocks 
having this escapement.”’ 

Since the original patent date is 
1855 and Welck was advertising them 
strong in 1878, it is reasonable to as- 
sume that the period of manufacture 
extended over several years—possibly 
20 or 25. Close observation of a num- 
ber of these clocks leads to the con- 
clusion that there was just one model; 
with a slight variation after they got 
into quantity production. The chart, 
Fig. 1, shows a comparison of wheel 
sizes and train count on four—one 
from the collection of Mr. Edward In- 
gram, Bristol, Conn., one from the 
collection of Mr. S. R. Rector, Win- 
chester, Ky., one from the collection of

Fig. 2, 
shows comparison photo of its top 
plate and the top plate from the regu- 
lar 30-hour model. The plates are the 
same size, and would interchange; thus 
indicating that someone took a 30-hour 
model and inserted one arbor between 
the main and second arbors, making it 
an eight-arbor train instead of seven— 
note the cross ares in the photo where 
this new arbor was laid out. On this 
eight-day piece the lower bearings for 
the seventh and eighth arbors are 
drilled only half way thru the lower 
plate, thereby giving the effect of a 
eap jewel, while on the 30-hour model 
only the seventh has this cap. Practi- 
eally the only difference in the first 
and second versions was: the first had 
a round pillar-post with the top. plate 
attached by serews.

WatchMaster Representative Analyzes 
“The Analysis of a Watch Tick” 


I read with interest the address of 
Mr. Samuel Levin as published in the 
June issue of your magazine. Before 
reading this, I had heard several caus- 
tic comments about the article and ac- 
cordingly read it with much eare. 

I want to say that some parts show 
a knowledge of the watchmaker’s 
problems. However, it is only when 
the writer touches on something with 
which he is so apparently unfamiliar 
than any criticism is warranted. Hav- 
ing talked with Mr. Levin last year, I 
know that at that time, he did not un- 


derstand the new timing methods and 
evidently he has not had an oppor- 
tunity to learn what is advocated, or 
how to effectively use a new WATCH- 
MASTER. 

He claims, ‘‘ We have been introdue- 
ed to a number of so-called experts 
who profess to find interpretations 
which are not there in the records of 
timing machines’’. This arouses my 
curiosity because I have been in all 
sections of the country without find- 
ing anyone who even claims to be an 
expert in the use of the watch record-

er. If there are any such, I would 
certainly like to meet them. 


There are, however, thousands of 
watchmakers who can readily inter- 
pret the printed charts of a WATCH- 
MASTER and know just what errors 
are represented. I know that I usual- 
ly tell the overlooked fault from the 
printed chart without looking at the 
watch. This knowledge is acquired by 
practice and experience. Knowing 
this, I cannot allow anyone to claim it 
an impossibility without a protest. 


Recently, I had an X-Ray taken, and 
know from that experience that doe- 
tors cannot always agree on the inter- 
pretation of an actual X-Ray picture. 
Accordingly, there may be some watch- 
makers who lack the proper training 
and experience that enables them to in- 
terpret a printed record. That does 
not prove that the information is not 
there. Time and practice are needed 
for a correct analysis of eaeh chart 
made after a watch has been repaired. 


Since the WATCHMASTER has 
been generally accepted, considerable 
information regarding good wateh re- 
pairing has been brought to light. We 
have learned that there is such a thing 
as static poise and dynamic poise; 
statie beat and dynamic beat. Much 
has been learned about the forces of a 
hairspring in action, particularly, how 
to equalize the radial forees when mak- 
ing position adjustments. 


Like everything new, we must eo 
through the period of adverse criticism 
until this is generally known and un- 
derstood. There are altogether too few 
to disseminate this knowledge; but we 
have a growing number of watch- 
makers who are studying in groups and 
who are gradually acquiring new in- 
formation, which not only improves 
their work, but enables them to do it 
in less time. 


These groups are known as Watch- 
master — Watchmakers of America. 
Originated by Charlie Purdom, they 
meet regularly in various cities to dis- 
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cuss the analysis of watch rate record- 
er charts. There is no use trying to 
tell these groups that irregular dots on 
a chart have no significanee. Not only 
do they know the answers, but they 
freely help others to a better under- 
standing of new methods. They all 
know that a watchmaker who uses a 
watch rate recorder can consistently 
turn out better work than one without 
its help. 


Like all tools, a WATCHMASTER 
cannot be used efficiently until one has 
acquired enough experience to inter- 
pret the records, although it does bene- 
fit the user from the start. Occasional- 
ly, there are criticisms like those ex- 
pressed by Mr. Levin, but I have yet to 
hear any criticisms from a_watch- 
maker who is also an experienced user 
or owner of a watch rate recorder. 


Charlie Purdom originated an en- 
tirely new method of timing and ad- 
justing watches through which a watch 
can be stabilized so that it will main- 
tain a higher degree of accuracy than 
is possible by an other method. The 
routine is comparatively simple, but 
its introduction has proven that many 
of the past methods were unsatisfactory 
and often unreliable. Scme of the 
older ideas are so firmly implanted in 
the minds of some watchmakers that 
they eriticize the new methods. These 
are only the losers. The Watchmaster- 
Watchmakers of America know what 
they are doing.

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President Signs Silver Measure 


Washington.—President Truman re- 
eently signed legislation authorizing the 
treasury to buy and sell silver at 90.5 
cents an ounce. 


The measure, a compromise of orig- 
inal house and senate proposals, not 
only releases the government-owned 
silver for sale but also gives silver 
mines a 19 cents an ounce increase on 
their production. 


Government stocks of salable silver 
amount to about 125,000,000 ounces. 
The treasury has other silver, but it is 
either on foreign loan, earmarked for 
coins, or used as backing for paper 
currency. 


Use in industry, including manu- 
facture of such things as photographie 
supplies, silverware, drugs and dental 





supplies, is expected to require at least 
40,000,000 ounces this year. Domestic 
production currently is at a rate far 
below that figure, but the increased 
price and other factors are expected to 
stimulate output. 


The house held out for many months 
for sale of the government stock at 
71.11 cents an ounce, the price at which 
it has been purchased since 1939. The 
senate wanted a price of $1.29, the 
value of silver if turned into coin. The 
90.5 figure was a compromise, designed 
to reflect increased mining costs. 


Polished diamonds exported from 
Palestine during 1945 amounted to 
137,832 karats, valued at $23,800,000. 
1945 exports were over 80 percent 
larger in quantity and value than 1944. 


THE SILVER BILL authorizing the treasury to buy and sell silver at 90.5 cents an ounce was signed by

As the grinding progresses the paste 
will turn black and the pivot will take 
on a gray color. Clean the pivot with 
pith or cork, dipped in benzine, at in- 
tervals to observe the extent of grind- 
ing, and be careful to hold the slip so 
as to grind the pivot to the same di- 
ameter for its full length. The bevel 
of the shoulder is to be ground in the 
same manner. When a smooth gray 
surface has been produced, the pivot 
is to be cleaned thoroughly to remove 
all traces of oilstone, without removing 
the work from the chuck, and then 
polished with diamantine paste on a 
bell-metal slip, in the same manner as 
in grinding. The bell-metal slip and 
diamantine paste produces a brilliantly 
polished pivot. However, the pivot 
can be finished after grinding by burn- 
ishing it with a flat burnisher. The 
flat burnisher not only produces a 
brilliant finish, but it compresses the 
metal and forms a hard, smooth sur- 
face, and if the burnishing is done 
well, so that the pivot is truly eylindri- 
eal, this method of finishing is satis- 
factory for ordinary work. 

This work should be continued until 
a perfect pivot of this size, which is 
about the size of pivots used in French 
clocks and of some center-wheel pivots 
in watches, can be turned, ground, and 
polished satisfactorily, and then pivots 
of the following dimensions made: .4 
mm in diameter by 1 mm in length; 
.38mm by .9 mm; .2 mm by .6 mm; .1 
mm by .5 mm; and, finally, .3 mm by 
1.5 mm, which corresponds to the di- 
mensions of the long pivot on the 4th 
wheel of watches, which is provided for 
the seconds hand. In turning small 
work, the turning should be done as 
closely to the face of the chuck as it is 
convenient to do so, and one should 


start at the end and work towards the 
chuck, so that the wider portion of the 
wire will support the narrower part. 


In practical work, the pivot is 
turned down to a eylinder that will 
just start in its hole, then ground so 
that it will just go through without 
binding, and finally polished. The 
polishing further reduces. the diameter 
of the pivot somewhat, which gives it 
a very small amount of side-play in 
its hole, or about .01 mm. This will be 
enough if both pivot holes are of the 
same size and upright. Otherwise, a 
little more side-play will be required 
for free action of the pivots. 


A pivot can be ground and polished 
perfectly with a pivot-polisher, such 
as that shown in Fig. 4. The grinding 
wheel, which is called a lap and is 
made in several sizes and shapes, is 
usually made of iron. It has a tapered 
hole which fits on the tapered arbor or 
spindle of the polisher, and holds by 
friction. 


Laps can be made as follows: Secure 
a piece of iron rod of 15 mm in diame- 
ter and saw off a length of 15 mm. 
Drill a hole of 4 mm in diameter 
through this section of rod, centrally, 
and taper-ream it so that the lap will 
fit on the tapered spindle of the pol- 
isher. A taper-reamer, shown in Fig. 
28, can be bought especially for this 
purpose, or one can be made, if one 
has the use of a slide-rest, of a piece 
of drill-rod, of 5 mm in diameter and 
3.5 em in length, by turning and grind- 
ing it to the same taper as that of the 
spindle of the polisher, and then filing 
and grinding it to the shape shown in 
Fig. 29. Fig. 29, a, b, leaving a thick- 
ness of a little more than half the 
original diameter. It is then to be 
hardened and tempered to pale straw, 
after which the flat side is to be 
ground again to sharpen the cutting 
edges.

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turned in one direction only. It 
should be held in a chuck, the work 
held up to it, and the spindle turned 
by hand. 


Having tapered the hole in the lap- 
blank, it is now to be placed on a lap- 
truing chuck, which can be bought for 
the purpose, or on a double-ended 
taper held in a taper-chuck, Fig. 30, 
and the eylindrieal section turned to a 
true cylinder, the end surfaces turned 
square with the cylindrical section, and 
then the center of the cylindrical see- 
tion turned down about .5 mm leaving 
the original surface for 3 mm at each 
end, as shown in Fig. 31. The ends 
are now to be counter-sunk to a depth 
of about 1 mm, which can be easily 
done by holding the lap in a wheel- 


chuck. 


The lap should now be given a fin- 
ish of fine lines on the front face and 
on the cylindrical sections, similar to 
those on a grinding slip and for the 
same purpose, which is done by holding 
it on a flat file, of about No. 8 cut, and 
draw-filing it. The face should first 
be lined by drawing it on the file for 


a distance of 2 em for one or two 
strokes and then turning it around a 
little and drawing it for one or two 


strokes to cross the lines. This opera- 
tion will raise slight burrs on the edge 
of the lap which will assist in grinding 
a sharp corner. The cylindrical see- 
tion is now to be lined in the same 
manner, holding the lap flat on the file 
and at an angle of 30° axially, so as 
to avoid filing a flat place on it, and 
turning it slightly after each stroke. 


To grind the pivot, the polisher and 
lap are to be placed in the position 
shown in Fig. 31 with the lap parallel 
to and just lightly in contact with the 
pivot. The belt from the polisher pul- 
ley is then to be adjusted over the 
idler-standard pulleys and on _ the 
speed-wheel of the counter-shaft, not 
tight and not slack, in such a manner 
that the lap will turn in the same di- 
rection as that of the lathe spindle, 
which will give opposite motions to the 
surfaces of the lap and pivot at point 
of contact. Place a little oilstone paste 
on the face and cylindrical surfaces 
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of the lap and run the lathe at mod- 
erate speed. The lap is to be held up 
to the pivot by pressure of a finger on 
the lever on the polisher, which is pro- 
vided for this purpose, and moved 
from side to side by side by pressure 
of a finger on the knob of the spindle, 
with which the lap is to be held against 
the shoulder of the pivot to grind it, 
also. 


Let the lap grind a little and then 
clean the pivot to examine the extent 
of grinding. If only a portion of the 
pivot shows evidence of grinding, the 
lap is not quite parallel with it and 
must be re-adjusted and tried until it 
is perfectly parallel, after which the 
pivot can be ground to size. Other 
laps which can be used for grinding 
are those made of brass, copper, or 
boxwood, but these are not as satis- 
factory as iron. 


After grinding the pivot to size, it is 
to be cleaned thoroughly to remove all 
traces of oilstone and then polished 
with a bell metal lap, of the same size 
and shape as the iron one, and diam- 
antine paste. A boxwood lap also does 
very well for polishing and a lead lap 
gives the most brilliant finish of any, 
however, soft laps are difficult to keep 
in condition. 


The bevel of the shoulder is to be 
ground and polished by adjusting the 
laps to it, as shown by the dotted lines 
in Fig. 31, and-the end of the pivot 
slightly rounded with an oilstone-slip 
while turning in the lathe and then 


polished with a bell-metal slip and 
diamantine.

The Cannon Pinion

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opening and make a self-reaming tap 
of the long end of threads on stem. 


To do this I put a large part of stem, 
above set lever groove, in a strong two 
jaw pin vise; then file end of threads 
on three sides till tip is a little below 
the threads. This gives three sharp 
reaming edges ahead of threads. I hold 
crown in a pair of pliers with round 
serrated opening in end of jaws. Have 
ridges in plier jaws dull so they will 
not nick the crown. In filing end of 
threads do not make taper too short or 
tap will not feed in good. Some care 
should be taken to get the three slopes 
fairly even or tap will have a tendency 
to go crooked. If I cannot find a stem 
to fit watch, as so often happens now 
in Swiss watches, I tap threads before 
fitting stem as any slight damage I 
may do to stem with pin vise will be 
removed in turning stem down. Wher 
taper hits bottom of thread opening, T 
remove stem and file point of filed 
threads back to where threads are 
nearly full size and bottom threads. If 
thread opening in crown is too much 
smaller than stem threads. I ream or 
drill till just enough is left to assure 
a good thread. By making a self-ream- 
ing tap one does not have to be very 
particular about having hole exact size 
for tap. Crown ean also be held in 
three jawed self-centered chuck. 


This may sound like a simple trick, 
but with a little care it works and does 
not take mueh time.

Balance Wheel

Removing Broken Pivots 
From Jewels 
(Contest Article No. 167) 


In removing a broken pivot from a 
balance jewel, it sometimes becomes 
difficult to have tweezers small enough 
that would take hold. I have invented 
a time saver for removing the pivot by 
merely taking a half inch of a steel 
needle and putting the blunt end in peg- 
wood and magnetizing the needle; that 
will suck the broken pivot out of the 
jewel. Also can be used for removing 
particles of steel throughout the entire 
movement -without magnetizing any 
part by careful use.

Jewelers’ Training School 


The New Castle Jewelers’ Training 
School, 226 Pearson Street, New Castle, 
Pennsylvania, is a private trade school 


teaching a complete course in jewelry. Vet- 

erans own a majority of the school, which 
is merely an expanded school formed for the 
purpose of taking veterans, both 346’s and 
veterans known as 16’s—men who have 
been wounded. The school is licensed to 
accept both 346’s and 16’s for an eighteen 
month’s training period. The course in 
jewelry is complete within that time, since 
the New Castle school does not teach any 
unrelated subjects or any matter which does 
not pertain directly to the course itself. 
Both ex-servicemen and women are being 
accepted for the class beginning September 
3, 1946. 
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The school has been approved by the 
Pennsylvania State Department of Public 
Instruction, as well as the Veterans Admin- 
istration under the G. I. Bill of Rights for 
free education of veterans. The tuition for 
the course is $38.00 per month, which in- 
cludes some materials. The tool cost runs 
approximately $145.00 for the student’s set 
of tools and tool box. These tools will be- 
come the property of the student upon com- 
pletion of the course.

Reader Discusses Method for 
Oiling Escapement 


Editor: 

In reading your magazine, and other 
horological magazines, I frequently see 
mention of the proper way to oil the 
escapement. Some oil the scape wheel 
teeth, and others the face of the pal- 
lets, but I find that no matter which 
method is used, one is apt to get too 
much oil on the escapement. 

The system I use is to assemble the 
watch, except the balance, and wind 
slightly, then oil the face of the pallet 
which is clear of the scape wheel tooth. 
I then let the engaging tooth escape 
and oil the face of that pallet. Next, 
I let the pallets escape for at least one 
round of the scape wheel, then let 
down the mainspring, remove the lever, 
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and clean the oil off of it. Then re- 
assemble, and you have the scape wheel 
tooth oiled properly, and it will stay 
where it is wanted.

Method for Fitting Staffs 
Reprinted from the June, 1946 New 
Zealand Horological Journal 


Watchmaker J. H. Robertson 
(Motueka, New Zealand) writes: ‘‘I 
have been asked twice to fit new staffs 
to gent’s oblong, stainless steel, water- 
proof Wyler wrist watches, apparently 
brought into this country by service- 
men. Most watchmakers would have 
difficulty in getting at the movement 
of these particular watches, but with a 
bit of patience this is the way I found 
successful: Draw centre pins at both 
ends of case (after taking out strap 
bar) by a direct pull. Then end plates 
will slide up and allow bezel to come 
from glass.

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WID: I have heard of single beat 
escapements. Do any American watches 
use such an escapement ? 


Answer: All American made watch- 
es employ the lever escapement which 
is double beat, the balance receiving 
an impulse from the lever as the lever 
moves from one bank to the opposite 
bank. In a single beat escapement, the 
seape wheel advances one tooth at 
every alternate vibration of the bal- 
ance or pendulum. The chromometer 
escapement is an example; also the du- 
plex escapement. The Waterbury and 
New England Watch Co., manufac- 
tured watches with duplex escapements, 
or single beat. The duplex escapement 
is also known as the frictional escape- 
ment, due to the fact that the impulse 
or the tooth of the escape wheel rests

on the balance staff while the balance 
is in motion. The short tooth, gives the 
greater impulse while the long tooth 
gives a very small impulse as it passes 
through the V slot in the balance staff. 

MD: What are gymbals? 

Answer: Marine chronometers are 
suspended in gymbals, sometimes 
known as universal joints. The object 
of suspending the timepiece in gym- 
bals is that the instrument will always 
remain upright or level regardless of 
the rolling or pitching of the ship. 

THF: What is a dead beat escape- 
ment, and a half-dead beat escape- 
ment ? 


Answer: A dead beat escapement is 
one where the locking surfaces of both

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tooth drops on the locking surface of 
the pallet, the escape wheel does not 
advance or recoil during the sliding 
motion of the pallet. 

A half-dead beat escapement is one 
where the locking faces of the pallet 
are ground so when the escape tooth 
comes to rest and the pallet continues 
its motion or slide, there will be a 
slight recoil to the escape wheel, but 
not so pronounced as with a regular re- 
coil eseapement. These recoil eseape- 
ments are sometimes referred to as a 
compensating escapement as the re- 
coil action compensates for the varia- 
tion in power delivered by mainspring. 
In other words, the greater the power 
of escape wheel, the more recoil will 
oceur, holding pendulum down in a 
constant are. 

JHG: How ean I determine the dif- 
ference between the solid balance staff 
and two piece staff for Waltham and 
Hamilton Watches? 

Answer: In a two piece Waltham 
staff, the hub is permanently fastened 
to the balance wheel and the hub is 
left blue for identification, calling to 
your attention that it is a two piece 
staff. The Hamilton Watch Company 
also makes a two piece staff where the 
hub is permanently attached to the 
wheel. The hub is left polished, but 
identification that it is a two piece 
staff is determined by a V_ shaped 
groove cut into the lower part of the 
staff, or roller shank. 

HCW: I would like to have as full 
information as possible regarding the 
use of radio time signals for checking 
watches.

The times given are Greenwich Civil 
Time. Under this system 1600 GCT 
is equivalent to 10 a. m. Central Stand- 
ard Time or 11 o’clock Eastern Stand- 
ard Time. Further correction of one 
hour should be made if these localities 
are using Daylight Saving Time. 

RWS. Returning from England I 
brought a British coin along as a sou- 
venir. It was about the size of a $5 
American Gold Piece. How does Bri- 
tish gold compare to American gold? 


Answer: U.S. gold coins are 90 per 
eent pure gold and 10 per cent alloy. 
British gold coins contain 91.66 per 
cent pure gold and 8.34 per cent alloy. 


LES: Is the watchmakers lathe as 
we have it today a form of American 
invention ? 


Answer: Up to about 1858, all 
watchmakers’ lathes were driven with 
a bow, the work being rotated between 
centers or held in a cement brass. The 
turning was done by rotating the work 
forward and backward with each stroke 
of the bow. On the forward stroke, 
the cutting tool was applied, making 
the cut. On the backward stroke, the 
tool was raised away from the work so 
as not to spoil the cutting point, when 
again on the cutting stroke the tool 
was pressed against the work, causing 
it to cut. 


Mr. Charles S. Moseley who was 
Superintendent of the Boston Watch 
Co., Boston, Mass., invented the split 
chuek as we have it today. The split 
chuck enabled him to hold small pieces 
without cementing and increased pro- 
duction wherever small parts were to 
be held for turning. 


GC: Should pillar pins be bent or 
wrapped around the clock pillars, and 
is it considered good practice when 
assembling a clock?

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Answer: <A properly fitted taper 
pin, when pressed home will hold with- 
out any danger of coming out. When 
pins are bent around the pillar, it is 
an indication that the workman fitted 
a pin loosely and to prevent it from 
coming out, bent the end for security. 
Bent pins only create more work and 
loss of time when removing them from 
the clock plates. 


MEG: Can you tell the difference, 
if any, between English chalk, French 
chalk, American chalk or Whiting? 


Answer: English chalk is calcium 
carbonate; French chalk is magne- 
isum ecabornate; American low grade 
chalk, and frequently some of the 
others contain both magnesium and 
ealecium carbonate where it will not 
pay to separate the two at the mines. 
Whiting is finely ground chalk.

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License Law Failure 
And Why 


(Editor’s Note: The following item ts re- 
printed from the “Louistana Horological 
News” which is published monthly by the New 
Orleans Watchmakers’ Guild.) 


It will be good news to those persons who 
are incompetent, unethical and floating 
watchmakers, that Louisiana is a free state 
to practice watchmaking to their heart’s 
content. The Bill failed to pass the senate 
committee. We do not know of any good 
watchmaker opposed to the bill, but if there 
is any opposition, we feel that the following 
reasons are about the only ones that we 
can put forth. 


1. The man is incompetent and is afraid 
that he cannot keep up with his little racket 
of fooling the public. 


2. The man is a good watchmaker, but 
is engaged in some other shameful opera- 
tion. 

3. He is working in a store where the 
owner does not care if he is a good ma- 
chanic or not. 


We know of no case of which the latter 
is true, because most jewelers want to have 
a licensed shop under a well-trained man. 
The well-trained man turns out good work, 
because he has spent money and time to 
learn the profession. Therefore, the jeweler 
wants only good mechanics and will support 
the license law. 


Of course there are jewelers who offer 
all kinds of salaries, just to have someone 
in the store. We do not know of anyone 
in Louisiana practicing this unethical con- 
duct. The future watchmaker will have to 
be attracted to the field through a good 
salary and protection, before he will spend 
time and money to invest in the profession 
of watchmaking. With good education and 
a protected field both the watchmaking 
jeweler and mechanic will make more 
money, because the standards will be high- 
er than those that now prevail. 


In plain speaking, the bill failed because 
of a lack of cooperation on the part of all 
concerned with the profession. We _ in 
Louisiana request that all those connected 
with the watch repairing industry, come to 
its aid. Let us do everything in our power 
to elevate the standards of the watchmak- 
ing profession. Let us do everything in our 
power to attract young men to the profes- 
sion, because it is a profession, that if 
properly learned, will be an asset to the 
employer, the family, the neighbor, the 
state, and to the country.

Weatherproof Oil 


The uses of silicones, that versatile 
new family of materials developed 
from a combination of sand, coal, and 
oil, continue to increase at a fast pace. 
Westinghouse engineers, for example, 
found silicone oils just the thing for 
the vital job of lubricating aireraft in- 
strument bearings at altitudes where 
temperatures are sub-zero. 


The problem arose during the de- 
velopment of a gun-fire control system 
for B-29 bombers, which had to work 
as efficiently at 65 degrees below zero 
as it would at normal temperatures. 
Here the lubricant used in the bearings 
of the delicately-balanced gyroscopes 
became a critical item, because if it 
stiffened at the very low temperatures 
met in high-altitude flying, the bearing 
friction would increase and the gyro- 
scope would not operate with the neces- 
sary precision. 

Ordinary oils did just that. But 
bearings lubricated with silicone oils 
operated as freely at 76 degrees below 
zero as they did at normal tempera- 
tures, as Westinghouse engineers found 
out by testing them in artificial cold 
chambers. Not only that, but the sili- 
cone oils were just as effective at 212 
degrees above zero, thus protecting the 
bearings against rust and corrosion.

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Additional G. I. A. Courses 
For Veterans 


On July 13, 1946, a contract was 
consummated between the Gemological 
Institute of America and the Veterans 
Administration, whereby the govern- 
ment will pay the complete cost of 
$475.00 for the entire series of corres- 
pondence courses of the Institute, 
which prepare the student as a gemo- 
logist. This contract is in addition to 
the contract which the Veterans Ad- 
ministration has okayed which also 
makes available to veterans the entire 
series of residence courses of the 
G.I.A., each of which supplements a 
step in the correspondence work with 
reviews, demonstrations, and labora- 
tory instruction and which are avail- 
able at any time after completion of 
that step of the correspondence course. 


Thus, it will now be possible for the 
veteran to obtain, without cost to him, 
the most complete gemological educa- 
tion offered in the world, plus gem- 
testing and diamond grading instrv- 
ments up to the total amount of $95.00, 
plus three months subsistence pay- 
ments; a grand total which would 
otherwise cost $975.00 cash, plus sub- 
sistence costs. 


Veterans will be enrolled in classes 
every thirty or sixty days from the 
first day of the month, beginning Sep- 
tember 1. To insure enrollment in any 
one of these classes, a veteran should 
forward his Certificate of Entitlement 
and Eligibility to the Institute at least 
thirty days in advance, advising at the 
time whether he wishes to make appli- 
cation for enrollment in the complete 
series of courses or in the correspon- 
dence courses only. The contract with 
the Veterans Administration does not 
provide for enrollment in the begin- 
ning step of correspondence courses, 
but only in the complete series of 
courses. Veterans desiring only the be- 
ginning course must pay the usual fees. 


Veterans or jewelers employing 
veterans, who are unfamiliar with the 
full description and details concerning 
the Institute courses, or methods of 
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applying for necessary papers from the 
government, may write the Institute, 
asking for such information. The re- 
quest should be accompanied by a brief 
explanation of the purpose for which 
it is required.

No! We Are Not Raising Prices 

(The following is a statement released on 
July 25, 1946, by the International Silver 
Company, Meriden, Connecticut.) 

There is every justification today for 
raising prices. Silver has been raised 
by legislative fiat from 71.11 cents an 
ounce to 90.5 cents an ounce, an in- 
erease of 27 percent. Labor costs have 
risen from 40-60 percent and the prices 
of materials and supplies have advan- 
ced substantially. 

Nevertheless, we do not plan to raise 
prices on any International Silver 
Company lines during 1946, with the 
possible exception of a few items of 
holloware. 

We have decided on this policy be- 
cause we believe that the interest of 
the industry will be better served by 
keeping prices down than by raising 
prices, however well justified the in- 
creases may be. We have great faith in 
the future of the silverware business 
and it is our firm opinion that the 
bright prospects for silverware can be 
enhanced and prolonged by keeping 
the prices of our product well within 
the reach of the buying public. 

The International Silver Company 
has made no significant price increases 
since the war and at no time have we 
applied to OPA for price release on 
any line in any quality or price range 
from sterling silver to the most inex- 
pensive plate. 

This will continue to be our price 
policy until further notice.

Freedom From Dust 


A little ingenuity in the construc- 
tion of a buffing wheel hood, plus a 
standard Model 420 DUSTKOP dust 
collector, proved to be a decided short- 
cut to stopping the dust from a buf- 
fing-finishing operation on _ leather 
goods. 


The production layout placed this 
particular finishing operation in a re- 
mote corner of the factory so that 
connecting with a centralized system 
was out of reason. In addition, the 
operation was semi-continuous and due 
to future possible changes, the loca- 
tion of the work might be shifted 
entirely. 

The installation consisted chiefly of 
having a local tinsmith make the hood 
and connecting pipe to size and fasten- 
ing it to the intake of a standard 
Model 420 DUSTKOP, the latter be- 
ing supplied by Aget-Detroit Co., First 
National Bldg., Ann Arbor, Mich. The 
dust collector was placed on a bench 
so that even elbows were not re- 
quired. The result: a completed dust 
collecting installation in a matter of 
minutes which involved only the cost 
of materials, elimination of the neces- 
sity for special planning, designing or 
the cost of a dust collector system re- 
quiring duct work; a ‘‘system’’ that is 
in use Only when the operator is on 
the job.
